His wife, who was 
his arcoinplice, was sentenctd to life iiu- 
prisonnuint, .'-^cIlnl'ider \','.is gibbeted iifter 
the Austrian inetlnjd. He was entii'uly 
broken ilown as lie was 1(m1 from cell to 
.scnllold. As he saw the old stake and tho 
spike from which he was to be Inmged 
rising aijovo it, his face turneil u greenish 
hue, and he almost had to be carried lo the 
spot. The slake had fixed in the top of it 
a ."pike six inches long. Schneider alu'ieked 
"have mercy on me, niy (lod, I will tell 
all." 'I'lie priest who was in attendance 
upon him urged him to think of heaven. 
Tliere were three steps to lift the 
dooineil crindnal up to the stake, 
the appearance of which suggest- 
ed to tlio borrow stricken throng 
of onlookers in tho jail yard that the pun- 
ishment would be the fearful Oriental pen- 
alty of impalement. This impression was so 
strong thiit the rumor got abroad In the 
streets and was telegraphed thr^.ighout 
Kurope that Schneider was being iniiialcd. 
He had a much e^isier death, however. ^He 
was lifted to the spike and the back of ''^'his 
neck hold close to it, and then u cord was 
passed around his neck, fastening it lightly 
to the spike, and he was strangled to death. 
To hasten this end the executioner ])re'sed 
his arni.s aronnd the mo'.it li and nostrils of 
the criiniTiril, while one assistant, held iiiul 
pulled Schneider's arms and another 
pulh;d bis legs. The wretch died in four 
M.iiuites. His body was left suspended to 
the stake. 

Matters of .tllUlons,

ties of the snspciuled buidcer, \V. (Jnenz- 
burg, are between tifleen and twenty mil- 
lions of roubles, and the Bssets about fifteen 
millions, of which ten millions are easily 
convertible into money.

The Warburgs of 
Hamburg, have telegraf lied lo their clients 
abroad thai Ihey are willing to take up all 
of tiuenzbnrg'd acceptances now in circula- 
tion. 'The nnignitude of tho bill dis- 
counting ojieraliona between (Juenz- 
burg and Warburg has excited at- 
tention. For years Guenzburg's credit 
had remainid good, ussisled by bril- 
liant iniirriages of tlie dauglilors of tlie 
family with the Suasnns. of lOnglaml, and 
the (jntmans, tho wealthiest iron iiniBters of 
Austria. The failure is ascribed to bold 
speculations by liuron David Guonzburg, 
president of the Paris branch, who desired 
to develop the entente between Franco and 



Russia, but failed to acquire a firiu foothold 
on tho Paris bourse. Several newspapers 
declare that a favorable settlenictit of the 
affdirs of Ouenzburg is assured. Ho claims 
3,250,000 roubles assets over his liabilities.

Lively SciMiii Oyi-r Civil Hervlee Estliiiates- 
lialfour Ueardeil by llarcuurt. 

LOiSDON, March 17. — 'riiore was un ex- 
change between tho biggunsof the Opposition 
and the Minialerial mojority in tho House of 
Commons to-night. The House was sitting 
as a Committee on Supply, and tho vote 
concerned tho item of £3,886,563 on account 
of tlio civil service. Sir William 
Harcourt (jlij"ctcd to the novel mode 
in which the estimate had been 
presented to the committee, and said 
that tho Government had resorted to subter- 
fuges in making its final statements, so that 
tho largo increase of expenditures might be 
concfalcd. This accusation was reiterated 
by other Glailstonites, and brought Sir 
John Gorst, Finuncial Secretary of tho 
Treasury, to his feet in the Governineni'a 
defence. Ho denied that the Govornnieut 
bad tried to becloud the full significance 
of any of its methods, and said it was ready 
at all times to have its way scrutinized 
under the moat searching light of Oppoai- 
silion criticism. The object of tho hon. 
gentleman (Sir Vernon, Ilurcourt) seemed to 
i e lo take the Government by surprise by 
laying unexpected traps for it. Sir John 
Gorst's speech was received "ith 
cries of "Oh, oh!" and derisive 
cheers from the Opposition. It was 
followed \>y a bilter wrangle in which Sir 
William Harcourt reiterated his accusations 
and was answered by Mr. Goscheu and Sir 
John llorst. The eonfusicni was temporarily 
abated by Mr. Henry Hurtly F'owler, Lib- 
eral member for Wolverhampton, who 
moved that the committee ri^e and report 
progress. This motion was lost by a vote 
of 17.") to 11 1, aniiil loud ministerial cheers. 

Sir William Harcourt gave notice of a 
motion to refer the civil service estimate 
back to the committee on Public Accounts. 
Mr. Labouchore rose, amid howls and 
derisive langlitcr, and said tliat what he 
und his friends wanted to know was 
the date of the coming dissolution. It 
was certain that the (iovermiient was on its 
last leus (cheers and laughter from the Op- 
position) and it would be a relief to the 
country to have it know exacti}' how inucli 
longer the agony was to last. He would 
move that the chairman have the chair. 
Ht. Hon. Mr. Ualfour, before' the motion 
WHS put. replied that he knew no more than 
did .Mr. Lalioiichcie of tho dale on which par- 
liament woulil bo dissolved. Tho Govern- 
ment saw no reason why it shoidd ab.indon a 
single lino of the programme of beneficial 
legislation proposed by it for the country. 
( Lrriniual cheers ) Mr. Labouohere's tnotinn 
was lost without division. While the 
wrangle was still on in tho House, Mr. 
Balfour rose and moved the closure of the 
debate, whereupon tho twenty Irish inein- 
hers left the House cheering, amid minis- 
terial cheers. The House udjourucd. 

SUICIDE AT SEATTLE. 

A Victoria lilrl Takes liat r.ils(ui-ller hover 
Tins „t Her. 

Tlio following unnounceinent from .Seattle 
was made, yesterday : — Lillian Stewart 
committed suioide, yesterday morning, in 
the Orlh house, by taking a spoonful of 
rough on rats in a fit of despondency caused 
by her desertion by her hiver. Lillian 
Stewart and a man named " Hilly" McGall, 
took rooms at tlio Orlh bouse ono month 
ago, tho girl giving her name as Lillic 
Unrns. Sim went to work in tho Standard 
Theatre as a " box rustler," and it was then 
discovered that her namo was Lillian 
Stewart. They got along smoothly until a 
short time iigo, when " l?illy " apparently 
gottircdof Lillian and wanted to tiee him- 
self. .Sunday night they hud u cjuarrul, und 
from her words, just prior to death, it ap- 
pears that he struck her and nude known 
his intention of going to Tacoma, 
where he bad been promised a job. 
Lillian then made two attempts to conmiit 
suicide by taking large doses of Rough on 
Kats, frou' the elFectsof which she died in 
great agony, despite the efforts of tho doc- 
tors. 

The girl suicide was about 18 years old, 
but her face gave the impression that she 
was oilier. From lliofo who kru!W her it 
was IciUiied that she was raised in N'icloi'ia, 
Ti.C , where her ])arent.y now live. It is 
.saiil tlial her parentis lived in .Seattle after 
the great lire, and that in order to help 
f.iit>port till! family .she went out to work. 
.She fiiunil i'inpliiy:iient with Mrs. Van 
Deusin, will) kept, a hoarding hniise on 
Siicond street , between Elation and Madi- 
son, and was t rented as one of the family. 
'I'he death of her empliiyor .seems to have 
been the turning point in her life. 

A Cdl.ii.^iST reporter, lust night, ascrr- 
taini'd that, without doubt, the unforuinate 
girl had been a resident of this city. Her 
parents, hard working people, live at 71 
■Store street, next door to the Western 
hotel. On visiting the placo tho doora were 
f'liund to bo open, but there was nobody in 
the house The father, John Stewart, left 
on the steamer Mystery, las' evening, for 
the West Coast. Mrs. Stewart left for 
.Seattle, yealcrday, to bring home tho body 
of her daughter, who will bo buried in Vic- 
toria, to-morrow.

Ottawa, March 17, — Tho liritish Colum- 
bia members, it is said, have urged on the 
Premier and Hon. !Mr. Tapper that the 
steamer Douglas he placed ul llie disposition 
of the Provincial Government for the pur- 
pose of making an exploratory survey of 
the lishiiig banks of the Queen Charlolle 
island. They are sanguine that their re- 
quest will be granted. 

Sir .losepli Hickson, chairman of the Pro- 
hibition Commission, was in town to-daj-, 
and arranged that the coniiiiissi<ui should 
commence work immediately. 

Premier Abbott stated in the Senate in 
reply to Mr. O'Donohue, that tho report 
credited to Sir Charles Tupper that Canada 
would soon deal a vital blow at tho States 
in retaliation for the McKinlcy Bill was 
absolutely false. Sir Charles had made 
00 such statement. Sir John Thompson 
made a declaration to the like effect in the 
House of Commons. 

Mr. Lougheed asked permission to with- 
draw his motion for the enforcement nf 
cattle quarantine in British Columbia. He 
said he had been informed that tho Govern- 
ment Inul taken such action in the matter 
as would render it unnecessary lo call the 
attention of the House to the facts. 

'The copy of Senator Carliug's resignation 
as senator showed that nothing irregular 
was done. 

A farmers' deputation want the duly on 
pork raised three cents per pound all round. 
Conservative niemliers say the request will 
be granted. 

The Dominion Artillery association hold 
its annual meeting to. day. Mr. Prior 
attended. The (jovernor General suggested 
that tlie big guns which Canada owned were 
susceptible of improvement. Col. Curran, 
Halifax, was elected President. 

Hon. Mr. Howell informed Mr. Prior 
that tho matter of tho fort ificu lions of 
Ksquinialt was under tho consideration of 
the Government. Until such time as a 
decision was reached, he could not furnish 
any information on the subject. 

Mr. Mara presented a petition for the in- 
corporation of the Kicoln, Kamloops <.t 
Similkameen Coal and Railway company. 

'The chief matter of interest in tho Com- 
mons this afternoon was the introduction of 
Mr. McCarthy's Northwest Bill, which 
proposes to make two changes in the law — 
one to abolish the French langunce in the 
Territories or the abolition of the compro- 
iTiise arrived at two years ago. 'The second 
is to give ihe same right of territorial legis- 
lation in the matter of separate schools as 
the other iirovinces possess. 

Mr. Lariviere was greatly excited about 
the bill, and took the unusual course of op- 
posing its introduction. There will be a 
bitter fight over it in the House.

WHAT ENGLAND COULI) DO! 

Cogcut llciisnns for Inereutlni; L. H. Army 
Appropriations and Buoreaiilzlni; 
the lllUtlu. 

Wasiii.noton, March 17.— Mr. Cutting, 
of California, from the cnnimittee on mili- 
tary matters, reported to the House to-day 
his bill to reorganize the Militia and in- 
crease Iho appropriation therefor by §200,- 
000. In the report accompanying tho bill 
ho says Great IJritain could, if uninter- 
rupted, place, within forty days, an army 
of 1(10,000 men in the midst of the wheal 
fields, lliu lumber regions and ore beds of 
the Northwest, tho entire output of which 
would be controlled by the presence of un 
army moving from Winnipeg South into 
the United States, and thus cutting off the 
N. P. R. H. Great IJritain could also, by 
means of her light draught gun boats, have 
oontrol of the. great lakes, and thus have 
uninterrupted water communication 
between tho left wing of occupation and 



the Northwest resting at Duluth, and the- 
right wing of the army of the Northeast, on 
its right, resting on Lake Erie. All these 
points were urged as reasons for increasing 
the efiicienoy of the militia. 

THE IIAJNHILL MURDERS. 

Soraetlilng About Wllllnms-Wlio WOB. Hc— 
Ills KtrauKo Moveiueuta. 

London, .March 17.— There is intense 
excitenieiit at P>,ainhill over tho murders 
discovered to have been committed in 
Dinham Villa. Tho body of a W9man 
found under tho fireplace, was, to-day, 
identified as that of Mrs. Dinham, who 
formerly resided at Birkenhead with her 
f iiiiily. Her velativea are positive in their 
identid.Mtiun, It is believed that Mrs. 
Dinham wiis not; married to murderer 
Williams, it. Ins al.so come lo light that, 
boxes containing lioddiiig, which it is pui>- 
posed bore ei-i(U iice of the commisaion of 
the crimes, were forwarded to Plymouth by 
Willi.iiiis. 'I'bo police are making efforts 
to ascertain what became of those boxes 
anil their conlen'.s. 

'Thi! (|lll^stion of who W illiams really is 
and how he lived remains a mystery. When . 
he lirst came to Kainhill he was hail fellow, 
well met, with the inhabitants, but ho never 
gave an inkling of hia personal history. 
After being absent from the hotel uU day he 
used to frequently return covered with dirt, 
explaining his dirty appearance by sayinj; 
ho had been putting new floors in a house. 
After living at the villa a few days he re- 
turned, saying that he could not sleep there, '' 
that his sister and her cliiidren had gone 
away and his plans were unsettled. Search 
fo,: victims will be contiiined in other rooms 
to-niorrow. 'The brutality of the murderer 
suggests tho ferocity of Jack the Ripper. 
Williams was concerned in an attempt t* 
obtain heavy damages for the injury of a 
worthless picture in transit from London to 
St. Helonu, and also unsuccessfully tried to. 
obtain introduction into good society. 

EUSSIAN "RIGHTS." 

Iteport That the Czar Will Have Something 
to Say In Bvgard to Betarlne Sea. 

WAStirs-CTON, March IG.— ..A report re- 
garded as more or less reliable, says that 
Russia, will protest against any arbitration 
treaty. 

1. Because Russia conveyed Alaska and 
all rights and privileges now claimed, to 
the United States for a money conaider- 
ution. Russia cannot stand still unheard, 
wdien, by arbitration, tho right of the Im- 
perial Government to take action, it is said, - 
by implication, is to bo called in qucatioit 
by European powers. 

2. Because Russia stands ready to guar- 
antee all she conveyed to the United States, 
and make good hot title in any manner 
necessary. Russia feels that for the United 
States to permit the title to what she had 
conveyed, to be arbitrated, is to call that 
title in question, and to intimate that there' 
was a lack of authority to make such a con- 
veyance. This, if persisted in, must in- 
evitably effect the standing of the Empire 
among treaty making powers. To this 
Russia will not submit. 

3rJ. Because of any power of lairope 
claims or implies that the I^nssiaii Czir con- 
veyed to the United States with Alaska the 
rights and privileges that were not hia to- 
convey, Russia demands, under the comity 
of nations, that she bo perniilted to deal 
wilh any snch claimant, and not that the 
Iniperiiil ukase of hor Imperial ruler, Alex- 
ander II., be allowed to be placed in con- 
tempt, thus lowering the standard of the 
empire among nations, and iiermitling 
powers not interested nor pally to the con- 
veyance to p iss upon Russia's solemn 
treaty, niailo and ratified by that nation, 
and the United .Stales. 

This, it is said, the Czir asks as liis right 
under the tijuities between two nations, and 
this is the substance of Russian protest. 
Assistant Secretary Wharton refuses to 
answer any questions concerning the 
Russian nolo or what shape it, 
comes in, hut a member of the 
Cabinet says the Statement covers , 
Ihe facts, it was reported last summer 
that Russia \vould protest against bavinje. 
tho proceedings questioned by Great Brt 
tain, and at tlie time it was stoted in an 
inspired article in the VVoshiogton Post that- 
if it came to trouble between tho I7uited!t 
States and Great Britain, Russia and Prance- 
would he on the American side. The injec- 
tion of a continentol quantity into the ques- 
tion ponding between England and the- 
United States may cause some nnsxpectcd 
turns on this side. 'The result will be 
awaited with deepest interest. The presi- 
dent will probably inform the foreign rela- 
tions coniijiiiieo as to whot exactly is -Busr 
sia's attitude. >

Mysterious Horse Disease in Manitoba

among the conductors and brakemen on the 
Western Division of the CP. It. culminated 
in a strike, last night at 12 o'clock. At 
that hour nearly all the conductors and 
brakemen, who bad not already been dis- 
missed, and most of the switchmen and 
yardmen employed on that division, (|uit 
work.

There is little 
synipatby here far the strikers in view of 
tho wages that the men appear to have been 
paid, according to the statement published 
by the company. During the busy months 
last year, freight conduclo'.'a Boem to have 
earned from $\)0 to §100 per month eaeh, 
and freight brakemen from -JOO to.Sl.'iO each. 
During the two or three dullest months of 
the year, freight con<luolors earned from .Jli.') 
lo S1,")U a month, and freight brakemen troin 
f:'i'> to ss.'i. The [j issenger trains are all 
running, and iiu doubt the strike will im- 
pede fieight traliiu for a few days. 

A general strike, by order of the llail- 
road Conductors and IJrotlierhoud of Tr.iiii- 
men, wa.foideied at midnight, extending 
over the enli:e Weslern diviaion of the 
(M'.ll., iu.dudin- all branch lines from 
Fort William to Donald. All tho passenger 
trains out will proceed to their destination 
and other troins to tho terminal point.s.

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CARTWRIGHT CRITICISED. 

Sir Richard Ca.rt\vtigUt h.iving found it 
inipoasiblc to convince his fvUovv-Cuuadiaus 
that the Natiooftl Policy has brought " blue 
ruin" on this Dominion, haa written a letter 

to the London Economist to see what im- 
pression he can miike on Iho pulilic minil of 
Greut Britiih), and how mucli liarni lio can 
do his native country. Rut the intelligent 
men of England know too much about 
Canada and its aifdirs, and of the gross in- 
consistencies of the peculiar policy advo- 
cated by Sir Richard Curtwright, to bo, for 
iL single moment, deceived by liis plausible 
statements. This is how the Miruiug Post 
deals with Sir Riclmrd'a letter : 

Whilst all the supplementary C'lnndian 
elections continue to eniplmsizL' ihc tiiurnpli 
of the Conservative party in the general 
election in the spring, Sir Uicluud Ciirt- 
wright lias made a vigorous cil'ort to obtain 
some consolation for parly disasters by an 
appeal to the Home Country. In a letter 
which appears in the cohimns of the Econo- 
mist, he seeks to convir.ce "all intelligent 
Englishmen " that public opiiiinn in this 
country is quite at sea in relation to Cana- 
dian affairs. The respoasiblo position 
which Sir Richard Cart ivright occupies in 
Canadian puWia iife, and tho decoruni of 
nis writing in eonipirison with the habitual 
language of liia follower?, challenge atten- 
tion for this manifesto of the Uppoailion 
in the Old WoiUl. It may Irj fitir- 
ly taken to be the best state- 
ment of the cauFo on behalf of 
the Lil)eral I'arty in Ccinud i. It is free 
from the reekli saiicssi of the Toronto Clobe, 
as it is from the insoleiil vituperation of 
Mr. Meroier's ileliance of tlie Lieutenant- 
Governor of yueliec. It is an endeavor on 
the part of an able man to convince the pi:b- 
lic ho addresses, and it ia worth while to 
consider what his reasoning amounts to. 
Ho is strongly in favor of the policy of reci- 
procity with the United States, that policy 
on which the last election was fought and 
won by his opponents, but he makes no at- 
tempt whatever to answer tho weighty ob- 
jection which Mr. Rluke stated with such 
eloquence when last spring ho announced 
his inability to follow his party in tho course 
which Sir Richard Curtwright and Mr. 
Mercier had adopted. The curious part of 
this manifesto ia that the writer is a free- 
trader. Ho makes It part of his indict- 
ment against bis opponents that they are not 
free'traders, but he ia ready to stake the 
policy of his party or the interests of the 
Donimion on a trade treaty with the 
United States based on . the sternest pro- 
tection against* other countries, Eng- 
land among them. He does not suggest 
that such an arrangement might bo a half- 
way houfo to bring Canadians more 
thoroughly round to his own opinions in 
favor of abstract Free Trade. He does not 
go the length of Mr. Wyman luid Mr. Gold- 
win Smith, and contend that the United 
States and Canada are naturally one coun- 
try, and tho sooner this fact is recognized, 
notwithstanding the different tastes, tradi- 
tions, and habits of the two populations, 
the better for both. His case is that the 
economic condition of Canada ia not what it 
might be, and that thirteen yenrs of Con- 
servative govcrnmenk is (|uito intcllerahlc. 

As a matter of course we have the familiar 
topic that population in the iJjminion is 
not increasing as rapidly as in the United 
States. As regards the nxre (piostion of 
supply of labor, wo know that tiie North- 
American Republic, embracing so many 
varieties of climate, can draw immigrants 
from the East who would be of no service 
to Canada. In all the Southern States, and 
along tho Mississippi there are openings for 
liuropeans who would be worse tiian useless 
in Manitoba and llie Northwest of Canada. 
This tendency of a migratory population to 
seek sunny climes is as old as the Cymry 
and the Gauls. What Canadians contend 
for ia that tho natural resources of Canada 
make it valuable to a certain class of immi- 
grants whose qualities may ultimately ren- 
der ibem the most inQuential population 
in the North American Continent. In 
Manitoba we know that until recently the 
population has been increasing with pro- 
digious rapidity. The growth between 1871 
and 1881 was over 250 per cent., and the 
returns up to 1885 indicated a further in- 
crease of nearly 2tl0 per cent, more ; but on 
these districts Sir Richard Curtwright is 
silent, whilst ho dwells upon " the dis- 
placement of wealth " which Canada has 
Bufl'erod under the tlovermnent of Sir John 
Macdou.i'il liuring the last years. He 
makes ont his indictment principally on the 
ground that a nunil)or of emigrants frcin 
Europe have landed in Caniida and passed 
to the United Slates. Ho forgets that the 
fact of their coming by way of Canada 
instead of going by Hoston or Now York 
was niainlj' duo to the enterprise of Cana- 
dian shipowners and railway men. 
He then proceeds to ligurta, and 
shows us how slight has boon the 
increase of population in New Brunswick 
and Nova Scotia. ICven Ontario anil (,Uie- 
beo do not come up to that standard of in- 
crease which an onthusiastic Canadian might 
anticipate. Hat this appeal to statistics 
ignores well known facts in the United 
States. To co'uparo tho rate of prngri ss in 
population found in the .\biritiine Provinces 
with that prevailing throughout tho United 
Slates ia somewhat illusory. It is well 
ascertained that in all the Eastern States, 
with the exception of New York, there ia 
retrogression rather than advance in tho 
population in compiriton with the rest of 
the United States territory. The whole 
tendency of American niigration, whether 
in tho States or in the Dominion, 
for years past has been to njove 
westward. Naturally the new comer 
seeks cheap land in new regions, 
and it is one of the most striking defects of 
Sir llicliard (^artwright's letter that, whilst 
he dwells en the asi-umed want of progrtss 
in the Maritime Provinces, he does not 
veiiluro on any coniparison between the 
gain in [xipulalion appearing in the Norlh- 
weal and that hh'.wii in similar regions 
across the IJiiilcd States fronlii-r. Vnv all 
that ho fa\s in this h'ttur, which in im- 
porlancit is almost a .State p ipi'r, that Mani- 
toba, Coluinliia and the Niuthuost might 
form no part of tho lloiniinini have no con- 
cern in it. I'liit to form this l).)minion, to 
bring oven roiiiuto Columbia within rang(^ of 
Drmiinion politics, was the work of the 
Party whom he atsails, and tboir achieve- 
ments have awakened a public spirit in 
Canada ugainfit which Party intriguo-i and 
Purly denunciations appear to be Iniitlc-s. 

Ho admits that the surrender to the 
United .Stales on the leoiprocity principles 
will diminish the revenue coUecteil under 
the present system. This diminution will 
unriount to some i'l,. 500,000, but the nsult 
will be to enforce economy and to destroy 
thoi^o opportunities of corruption which tho 
Govcnuiient have hitherto enjoyed with 
fatal results for them and Canada. This 
letter is dated some time after the Quebec 
scandals. had.made the name of Mr. Mi^rcier 
a liyeword-ln administratioo. Yet to judge 
from Sir Blobard Cartwright's language, 
no one in Canada had ever beardof a 
charge of cori'uplion except in connection 
with some tollowera of Sir John 
Maodo iiald. How hollow all the cconomio 
reason iuK is the Economist points out.

Thoappellant, who residud a I Montreal, had 
prcviouoly to April, KSSIl, become a partner 
with A. Muir, who comhicted personally a 
Irucgisl'tf shop in Now Wosl nuustof till ough- 
oul that year. I^am m<inib ho applied to be 
ialoreil as a cheini^l uiuler si otion Pi of 
ibe Pharmaooutical Act, which runs 
bus: "All persons who at any time 
before tho coming into force of this Act ('JOth 
\pril, 181)1) were practising in this pro- 
ince on their own account as chemists and 
Iruggists, etc., are entitled to be registered 
on produ'-ing sin'ply evidence of their 
having exercised their profession as afore- 
said." The appellant hud applied .iccord- 
ingly to tho secretary, tendering bis $10 
statutory fee, under section 8, lint the sec- 
retary refused to register. The appellant- 
thereupon applied to Mr. J. Walkem for a 
ynandamiin ordering the secretary to rcgie- 
ter ; but this alto was refused. Mr. Hen- 
derson appealed. 

Mr. Mel'hillips for the appeal, cited. 
Palmer vs. Mallett (8li oh. d. 411). 

Mr. Jay tor the i'iiarmacentical Aasoci- 
tion. 

The Chief Justice : All the eases cited, 
were of this sort-— where a person duly 
qualified, but not registtrtd, tendj patients 
and performs acts properly psrformable by 
aurneons, &c., that is a practising as »■ 
surgeon, &.C., although such person haanofc 
any pecuniary interest; in the fees thereby- 
earned : e. g., although he is at the time » 
salaried assistant in some establishment 
that takes all the fees for its owa' Use and- 
benefit, lint what you have to produce, is 
some authority to show tho converse pro- 
position, — that II person who has a pecun.- 
lory interest in the profits of the establish-, 
ment, but lives 3,0U0 miles away, is prac- 
tising as a chemist in this Province of 
H. C, in that store. I think Mr. 
Henderson, as a sleeping partner in 
a trading concern, may bo properly 
said to have been carrying on. 
business in British Columbia, but he cannot 
be said to have been " practising as a chem- 
ist or apothecary," or " exercising a profes- 
sion." Tho decision in Allen v. Taylor, 19 
W. R. .'ilC, is founded on that disiiuction 
between a mere trading busineas and a pio- 
feesional business, which again ia marks dly 
insisted on by the late L J. Cotton in 
Palmer v. Mallett, u. 8. p. -12^. The ap- 
pellant, therefore, is not entitled to claim 
recistralion merely on tho strength of the 
provision in s. 12, and the appeal must he- 
dismissed. 

Whether a maiidnnuix could be obtained 
any case except those mentioned in the 
latter part of s. 12, may be doubted. We 
think, nowever, that the appellant is clearly 
not entitled.

The limes accuses ua of lieiiig dishonest 
«iid of telling " lies " iu conneotion with the 
misanderatanding in tho Legislative As- 
sembly with respect to the loan. Our con- 
temporary says that Mr. Boaven made 
" no accusation and tlierefore had tio rc- 
fcraetion or apology to make." If our con- 
temporary tells the truth, and of course it 
■ •»« impossible for it " to lie," quite a number 
of the members of the House must have 
labored under a serious and a most unac- 
-couiituble misapprehension. Tliey l)elioved 
;tliat tlio leader of tlic Opposition liad made 
-a grave charge against the .Minister of Fin- 
•auoe. They resented it warmly, and the 
■Hon. Mr, Turner demanded an apology for 
'the words that had been attered. There 
■mas, in the evening, quite a scene in the 
'Souse. Mr. Beaven taunted the Finance 
Minister with losing his temper. Mr. Tur- 
ner is reported to have replied : 

" When I am accused of being a thief I 
cannot help losing my temper." 

Hon. Mr. Beaven — " I did not call you a 
ihief." 

Hon. Mr. Turner — " Yes you did; you 
laaid the money had gone into my pocket or 
into the pockets of my partners." 

Hon« Mr, Beaven — " Yes; and I want to 
know why it was short; and what for. It 
Jg a lar^e sum of money not acuounted for." 

Hon. Mr. Turner — Before wo discuss the 
'^tem I demand an apology from the hon. 
.gentleman opposite. No ! He is no gentle- 
man, or be would not make such a Luselcss 
:and totally unfounded insinuation." 

The Hon. Mr. Pooley said In the course 
-of the same debate : — • 

" Tlie hot;, leader of the Oppoaitinn said 
"•■that the money had gone into the pockets 
■of the Finance Minister or his partner, anil 
said that he (Mr. Ucaven) wanted to inquire 
whore the money had gone. Could any 
more vile insult be hurled aoroaa the floor of 
the House! It was a deliberate insult to 
the House as welt as to the Hon. Minister 
of Finance. No wonder members were 
irritable." 

On Tuesdiij', v/Iien the matter was before 
the House a^ain, Col. Huker said : — 

" With regard to the statement of that 
.gentleman (Mr. Beaven) that he had not used 
the languageattribu ted tohim, he ( Col. Bukcr ) 
was 80 positive that such language hud been 
used that he was prepared to go under oath 
and say he heard Mr. Beaven use the words 



tho Opposition. Ho was willing to accept 
the expression of regret, and would let t' 
alT.iir go no further, lie was glud indeed, 
tliiit the hon. leader of the Opposition had 
declared that an unfortunate mistake had 
been made." 

Our coutemporury perhaps sees that with 
respect to this uufortnnato business we said 
nothing more than what wo were warranted 
in concluding was tho simple truth. By 
harping on this subjeot, ilud making false 
aud foolish accusations, the Times is not act 
ing as tho friend of the leader of the Oppo 
sition. 



A XEW PHASE. 



The 15ehriiig Sea dillieiilty has, it appears, 
ossuincd a new phase. It is reported that 
Russia has now interfered. Slie objects to 
the rights and privileges which sho cou 
voyod to the United States being submitted 
to arbitration, and also declares that she is 
ready to tuako good the title of that country 
to all she piirohaaed when she bought 
Ahiska. The Aiiierioiin Government does 
not siiy 11 great deal about the protest, 
although we can easily understand how 
sonio Americana will rejoice if Russia takes 
this stand. 

But there ia this dilliculty to bo met 
Did Russia when she sold Alaska to the 
Unil«<l States, own the sovereignty of any 
part of the Pacific Ocean|? A nation cannot 
sell what does not belong to it, and if 
Russia's claim to exercise jurisdiction on 
the high seas is contrary to the law of 
nations, it ia evident that she could not con 
vey tile right to exercise aucli jurisdiction 
to tile United Stales. A very liwkw 
fact in conneetioii with this claim ia on 
record. The United States was the first 
country to question tho cluim of Russia 
to the sovereignty of any part of the 
Pacific Ojean. It was Secretary Aduina we 
think, who made the protest, and tho pub 
lieists of the United States with one voice 
declared that Kusaia'a claim was uutenabl 
Great Britain's protest followed, and it did 
seem singular to see the United States as 
scrting a claim which, when it was made by 
Russia, was authoritatively pronounced to 
be absurd. To do our neighbors justice, 
they saw the inconsistency and they vir- 
tually admitted that their own exception to 
Russia's claim was well taken, and we, 
consequently, have heard very little of lato 
about the claim to exercise exulusive juris 
diction over the waters of Behring Sea. The 
Americans strenuously oppose similar 
claitna made by other natioua, and 
it will be most inconsistent if they 
again urge a claim which their very 
best jurists declare to be unsound. Whether 
backed up by Russia the American Gov- 
ernment will retrace its steps aud re-assert 
t be claim which it baa in efifeot abandoned, 
remains to be seen.

Hon. -Mr. Beaven — I deny that stateincnt. 
Uol. 1! iker — \'ei y good : but I am ready

explain to us how it was that all the^e gen- 
tlemen believeil that .Mr. Heaven liad made 
the accusation, aud that some of them were 
so sure that they were right that they were 
ready to swear to the accuracy of their state- 
jiionts? It is just possible, however, that 
■our contemporary will declare that they, 
too, were lying. 

With regard tn tho retraction, or apology, 
or expression of regret, made by the Hon. 
Mr. Beaven, we, of course, do not protend 
to know how Mr. lieaven intended what he 
said to be taken ; but wo know that it was 
understood to bo both u retraction and an 
apology. Here it ia as the Coi.oM^r re- 
porter baa set it clown : 

"Hon. Mr. Pjeaveii, in closing the deljule,

isEET-ROOT sua AH. 

There are some persons in this province 
who think that its farmers ought to be en- 
couraged to cultivate the beet root for tho 

purpose of establishing the manufacture of 
beet-root sugar. There are dillieulties in 
the way of carrying this out, the principal 
one being tho high price of labor on this 
aide of the continent. The manufacture of 
sugar from tho beet-root requites cheap 
labor as a sine qua non. dir. Saunders, 
Director of tho Dominion Experimental 
Farms, has been enquiring into this matter, 
and he says that in Europe— 

"Xotwithsl.uidiiig the low wages paid to 
operatives, the great iniprovenients whieh 
have, of late years, been nuuie in the 
(lualily of the lieet.s, and the almost perfect 
eoiulition to which llie process of tniiiui- 
fiioture liHS been lirought, it is not yet prac- 
ticahle to make lieet .sugar anywhere at 
such a price as will ennWle the operator 
without a bounty to compute uith cane 
sugar, and in view of the iir.provenients 
taking ]iliiee in the ijiialily of the cane and 
in the process of iiianiif.ietnre of eane sugar 
there aeeiiH to bo no i)rospiet of the beet 
sugar industry ever becoming self-austiiin- 
ing." 

If sugar from beets cannot be manufac- 
tured Hithont a bounty, it is wortli while 
toenfiuire liuw large that bounty must he. 
Mr. Saunilers cUcululi-j that it would take 
rgc f.ietiiries lu pioduce all the 
•iiuired by the people of the Doni- 
In order that money may not bo 
making this sugar, the fictorics 
brtve to 1)0 .'inbsidised out of tho

There are, imleeil, a good many who say 
that if a business cannot be carried on with- 
out a bounty, it is better for the country 
that no one should engage in it. The time 
may come when labor will bo as cheap here 
as it is in Germany, France and Russia, 
and other countries where beet-root sugar 
is extensively made, hut liritiah Colum- 
bians devoutly hoi)o that that day is still 
very far distant. Cheap sugar is a very 
good tiling, but very few will want it nmde 
at home if the main condition of its 
manufacture is cheap labor.

I stale 
tho matter us temperately aa 1 can when I 
say a mistake has been made which baa put 
tona of thousands of Christian people to tho 
blush; and more, 1 say it ia idle to talk of 
praying for tho advancement of Uhrist'H 
church If such things are allowed to puss 
uiiohuUenged, or those who are responsible 
for them to pass unrebuked." 

Ho evidently did n-it believe that the 
Christian Church would bo benefitted liy 
Jay Gould's ten thousand dollars aud he 
did not like to see Christian men bowing 
down before a man who was not actuated 
by Christian principle merely because he 
had made, by hook and by crook, a big pile 
of money. 

Dr. Rainsford's denunciation moved tho 
ire of Mr. Jay Gould's pastor and ho under 
took to make to it this reply !

HoK. Ke. ToBNKa presented a return

THE MAUllIACK ACT. 

Mu. SwoKU introduced a hill to amend 
the Marriage Act. Kead a first time; seo- 
• ond reading Monday next. 

/ COAL MIKHS ACT. 

Hon. Mk. Vkunon introduced a bill to 
amend the Coal Mines Act. Read a first 
time; second reading Monday ne.\t. 
Dtrrr on wtoh pine. 

Mr. HoBNE move4, seconded by Mr. 
Croft: "That although the export duty 
has been removed from JJouglas fir logs ex- 
ported from British Columbia in the same 
manner as the other pine woods in the other 
provinces of the Dominion, the duty exacted 
by the government of the United States on 
Douglas fir entering is still retained at two 
•dollars per thousand feet, while pine and 
other woods of ii similar nature which grow 
in the K.kstern Provinces of the Doniiuinn 
are admitted by the United States Govern- 
'■ment ut the rate of one dollar per thouaiind; 
That whereas under the Canadian larilf 
pitch pine, redwood, whitewood and oak are 
all udniilted free, liritiali hmiber is sent out 
to a largo extent from the markets of tlie 
Eastern Provinces, the pitch pine coming 
into competition witli Douglas dr, and red 
wood doing the same with liritish Columbia 
cedar.; Be it therefore rcaolved. That a re 
spectful address bo presented to His Honor 
the Lieutenant-Governor requesting him to 
strongly urge upon the Dominion Govern- 
ment the necessity of imposing a similar 
duty on pitch pine and redwoood imported 
into Canada to;,hiit exacted by the IJnited 
States Government upon Douglas fir enter- 
ing the United States, unless the British 
Columbia Douglas fir is admitted free into 
tbe United States." 

Mr. Horne, Mr. Croft and Mr. Cotton 
supported the resolution. 

Hon, Mb. Bubson congratulated the 
mover of the resolutioajon bringing this most 
important matter up. He assured him the 
Ooveroment of British Columbia would do 
all in its power to carry out the effect of 
the resolution. 

CIIINESK IK COAL MINE.S. 

Mr. Keitu asked the Attorney-General 
tbe following question, to which the reply 
attaclied was given : "Has any, and if so, 
what, action been taken by the Government 
upon the report of the Honorable Mr. Jus- 
tice Crease, transmitting the presentment 
of the grand jurors at the Nanaimo assizes, 
held in June, 1801, with respect to tbe vio- 
lation of the Cnul Mines Regulation Am- 
endment Act, 1S90, by the Union Coal 
Mines Co., Comox, by employing Chinese 
underground in coal mines, in direct contra- 
vention to the laws of this province ?" A. 
— None. 

HL'NICll'Al, BILLS, 

The House went into Committee of the 
Whole ou the Municipal Bills (No. 21 and 
27), Mr. McKenzio in tlio chair. 

The first discussion arose over the clause 
regarding the appointment of an auditor. 

Mr. Kitchkn strongly opposed the inno- 
vation. He said it was u direct attempt to 
force upon the people something which they 
did not want. If the country municipali- 
ties were not to manage their own alfairs, 
he (Mr. Elitohen) would advise them to 
throw up their letters patent and let the 
Government ran the whole business. He 
proposed voting against every portion of 
the clause. 

Mil. Booth said ho did not see how the 
clause would ever come into eflect in rural 
municipalities, uuhias there wua a very 
strong feeling in favor of it, inasmuch ua 
there must be a vote of over oiie liulf the 
ratepayers before the auditor could be ap- 
pointed. 

lioK. lilii. BnAVKS iigain urged that the 
legislation was unneceaaary and degrading. 
He said he could not agree with the remarks 
of the hon. member for Westminster dis- 
trict, that the bust means of defeating tlie 
working of this act, was to let the iiumi- 
cipulitiea throw up their letters patent. 
The true remedy was, he said, to turn the 
Government out and put sensible men in 
their stead. Ho said the proper course of 
the Government should be to provide the 
check before they money was spent — not 
afterwords. 

HoK. Mil Daviu said that exactly what 
the Government proposed to do was to pro- 
vide the cluck lieture the money waa apent. 

After discussion the clause passed on a 
vote of 17 to 8. 

The various clauses detailing duties of 
auditor were afterwards carried. The prin- 
cipal provisions are as follows, viz — 

''This section and its sub-section shall 
only come into force in such municipalities 
as shall either paea a resolution of the coun- 
cil declaring it in force, or shall declare it 
in force by a vote (to he submitted as here- 
inafter provided) passed by a majority of 
those persons entitled to vote upon l.y laws 
for raising upon tlio credit of the municipal- 
ity ftry money not required for its ordinary 
Cxpt-nditnrc. 

" Upon a petition lo tlio Lieut. Governor 
signed by at, least ten per <;ent. in number 
of those persons entitled to vote upon by- 
laws for raising upon the credit of the nui- 
nicipality money not retpiired for its ordi- 
nary expenditure, praying for the holding 
of an election upon the question wliellier 
the provisious of sections hereof shall be 
applied to a municipality wherein suoh per- 
sons are assessed for real estate, the Lieut. - 
Governor-in-Couneil may by Order-in-Coun- 
oil direct the taking of a vote within the 
municipality of those persons entitled to 
vote RS aforesaid to bo taken upon the fol- 
lowing ([uestions: — "Shall section of the 
' Municipal Assessment Act, 1S02,' lie up- 
plied to this luuuicipulity ? " and by the 
sumo, or by any other Grdor-in-Council, the 
Licut.-Governor-in-Counell may appoint.n 



Returning Offioec, and may direct how and 
when such vote shall bo taken, aad may 
make such other Tegulatious for tbe.purpose 
of taking ind adapting such vote as may be 
deemed necessary and advisable. 

"Provided always, that no suoh petition 
shall be acted upon ualess upon deposit 
with the Provincial Secretary. of •« sum to 
bo fixed by the Lieut.-Goveruo'r-in-Council 
sufficient to cover the uxpeuses of the 
election. 

"The oostflAnd expenses of any such elec- 
tion shall be borne and paid by the mimi- 
cipultty if the vote'be carried in the atBrm- 
iitive, and in euoh oiisa the deposit made by 
the petitioners shall be forthwith returned 
to them, or io suoh person as they shall 
nominate to receive it, but in the event of 
the vote being resolved in tbe negative the 
costs and expenses of the election shall bo 
paid out of the deposit, mi, the'balance (if 
any) returned to the petitioners. 

"No resolution or by-law under this Act 
shall remain in force for more than one year 
from the passage thereof unless in case of a 
resolution, by the passage of another reso- 
lution of tiiQ Council, or in case of a by law 
by llie carrying of another vote, to be taken 
alter another petition to the Lieut. -(Jov- 
oriior-in-Council in manner provided by this 
Act; and in case of such further roaolution, 
or liy lasv, as the case may requite, then 
aeotion — aforesaid shall apply for a 
further period of one year, and ao on from 
time to Lime. 

"The force and efi'ect of section IIS of the 
'Municipal Act, 1891,' is suspended, and in 
lieu of the said section 1 13 the following 
shall bo :catl : 

'113. It shall l>c lawful for the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor iii-Council from time to time 
to appoint, at sueli aalary or remuneration 
aa he may tix, a lit and proper [)erson to act 
as Auditor for any municipality passing an 
allirnuitive vote under section — of this 
Act, and the salary or remuneration of any 
Auditor appointed for any municipality 
ahall be borne and paid by such Municipal- 
ity, but nothing shall prevent the appoint- 
ment of one Auditor for two or more muni- 
cipalities adopting an aflirinative resolution, 
or vote under this Act, and the apportioning 
the salary or remuneration of such Auditor 
between such municipalities.' " 

"It shall not bo lawful for the auditor to 
move any books, etc., out of the office of 
the municipality, except by order of the 
Council or of a judgeof the Supi eme Court." 

The committee rose, reported tirjgress 
and asked leave to sit again. 

■ ESQUIMALT WATERWORKS CO. IIILU 

Mr. Si'Eakkh gave the following ruling 
on the point, re K-quimalt Waterworks Co. 
bill referred to him, viz.; Tlie point referred 
to mo alVects the constitutionality of 13ill 
No. G, entitled an act to amend the Esajui- 
nialt Waterworlo Act, ISS'i. The point, 
which was raised by tho hon. second mem- 
ber for Victoria city (Mr. Heaven), is aa 
follows: " That the sanction of the Crown 
muat be obtained before tho bill can be 
read a aecond time, because we arc asked to 
deal with tbe property of the Crown, " In con- 
sidering this point I must bo largely guided 
by precedent and the practice of this House 
in dealing with similar bills, that is bills 
which deal with water and riparian rights. 
Referring to tho Journals of the House 
since Confederation I flnil that in no 
instance where water rights were afTected, 
or where it was proposed to deal with water 
that covered or ran through land, which 
belonged to the Crown, has the Crown in- 
tervened to assert its rights. While this 
point was under discussion, it was stated 
that the act which conveyed to the City of 
Victoria the right to tbe waters within 
twenty miles of said city was introduced as 
a public measure. Referring to the Jour- 
nalsof 187'!, pageC, I find that "a petition was 
received and read from the .Mayor and 
Corporation of Victoria, praying that a bill 
may be passed euabliug them to bring in 
water." On page I(i, same Journals, it is 
recorded: "Mr. MeCreight presented a 
report from tbe Select Committee on Private 
liills and Standing Gi-ders, in favor of a 
bill for tho purpose of introducing water 
into Victoria by tbe Municipal Council of 
Victoria." The report was received. Ou 
page 18 it is further recirded : "Mr 
AlcCreight asked leave to introduce a bill 
intituled an act to authorize the corpor- 
ation of tbe city of Victoria to construct 
waterworks fer the city of Victoria." 
Ordered tliat leave be granted. Hill pre- 
sented. O I molinn of Mr. JilcCreiglil, sec- 
onded by Mr. Drake, ordered that the 
bill be read a first time. Hill 
was read a first time accordingly, and 
referred to Select Comniittoe on Private 
Hills and Standing Orders." On page ~rt it 
is shown that the bill was read a second 
time and committed forthwith. On page 
70 progress was reported and the " bill 
ordered to bo committed, again in tlie even- 
ing, when the bill was reported complete 
without amendments. The report was 
adopted, tho bill read a third time and 
passed." I have been circumstantial in 
quoting tho proceedings on the Victoria 
Waterworks Act, because a part of tjbn 
rights conveyed by that Act is sought to be 
aci|iiired by the lv-:qninialt Waterworks Co. 
ill bill No. G, now before the House. Tbe 
bill, it will bo seen, was introduced as a 
private iiieaaure, and passed as such, 
the Crown assenting by its silence 
to the alienation of ilie water. The act 
makes it lawful fnr the city of Victoria, 
through its agents, eervaiita, or workmen, 
to eiiler into and upon the lands of any per- 
son or peisona, bodies politic or corpm-ate, 
in the city of Victoria, iritliin JO mile..-^ of 
mid rily, and to survey, del out, and aticer- 
tain such parts thereol aa they may re(]uire 
for the purpoae of the salil waterworks, und 
also to direct and appropriate any springs, 
tre.uiis, lakes or bodies of water aa they 
shall judge suitable and proper. The head- 
waters of Goldstream, from which the 
K-quimalt Company propose to draw a sup- 
ply, are "i«it/ii« 20 milen ofi Victoria." In 
1885, the Esquimalt Waterworks Co. bad a 
private bill introduced and passed, confer- 
ring upon them power to acquire certain 
waters " within twenty miles of Vic- 
toria," neither the corporation of the 
city of Victoria nor the Gov- 
ernment offering any objection. In 
18?6 the Vancouver Waterworks Company se- 
cured the pussageof a private bill througliibia 
House, the Government not intervening, 
conveying to the company the privilege of 
taking water from Capilano f'reek and its 
tributaries. At the last session auotber 
private bill, de.iling with the water I'lglna 
of the same coiiipaiiy, was p..ssed, tho Gov- 
cinnient again not, intervening. In IHSO, 
the Qucanelle River Dyke Co. secured by 
private bill extensive waicl^ piivileges from 
tills House. In ISSli, the Coqiiitlum 
Waterworks Company's Act, the QuesnoUe 
Lake and Dam Company's Act, and the 
(.iiiesuelle River Dyke Compauy's Act, all 
of which conveyed public water rights to 
private parties, were passed without a imir- 
inur of dissent from tho Crown, in fact, 
members of the Government assisted 
tho passage of each bill. In 
)S88, tho South Fork Quosnello River 
Plurao Co. was accorded similar rights un- 
der similar cirountstanoos. Had the Grown 
intervened in either case, I think that the 
bills must have fallen to tho ground. In 
the mutter of llie bill under conaiiloration, 
I am of opinion that the Crown not having 
intervened and so waived its rights, the bill 
is properly before the House, and may be 



proceeded with on tho lines already laid 
down. ■

St. Patrick's Day was celebrated in due 
form iu Victoria. The population in tbe 
capital city of Hritish Columbia is — fortu- 
nately or otherwise — not composed in the 
main of Irialinion, but tiie niiiiority were 
moie than ever conspiououa yesterday. 
Shamrock ia "not to lie bad" outside the 
iMiierald isle, luit aubatitutes were num- 
erous, and coiiapicuoua among those were 
the loiig-stalkeil clover or tho green ribbon 
of every aliudc, from ]iea-green to Nile- 
grceii. If one were to judge from the color 
merely, the atraiu;era would pronounce Vic- 
toria to be a jiurely Irish aeotion of the 
Dominion; but when a man drops or iiiacrts 
his h's in an indiaci iminate manner, and 
evades the native brogue of the Irialinian, 
bis identity is easily discerned. For in- 
stance, to look at tho general gel- up 
of Expressman Robbins, one would 
think that he first saw the 
light in Connemara, whereas tbe real 
fact of tho case is that he is an Englishman, 
or rather a Cornishman, of the liraL water. 
Bobbins was decorated for the occaaioii in a 
coat which once waa black, but to which 
antiquity had given a greenish hue. A dis- 
carded billiard table cloth served as a scarf 
to protect his throat and lungs from the 
foggy atmosphere, while a safety pin unit- 
ing bis comforter stamped him as a family 
man. One Irish jaunting c<tr — the only one 
in the city — made itself conspicuous on the 
public thoroughfares, and three- genuine 
Irishmen — althbugh real estate agents, 
ornamented the cushions — Messrs. Flint, 
Williams and Prossor. They filled the 
seats of honor udniirably, and although tbe 
" well " did not give the impression of a 
"load," the turn out waa truly Irish. 'The 
Sona of St. I'atrick, in this city, made 
the best of it, and what they lacked 
in numerical strength was more than counter- 
balanced by entbusiaani. Old-timers, who 
can scarcely remember their early connec- 
tions with the Land of the Saint did honor 
to it after the traditional atyle, while those 
who could claim a direct descent joined 
heartily in the celebration. The Imperial 
theatre produced Kathleen Mavourneen, aa 
u special attraction, but this was the only 
public entertainment in any particular 
"Irish." Nevertheless Irishmen seemed to 
enjoy themselves, private parties being tho 
order of the day. Young clover and green 
ribbon were in great requisition — poor sub- 
stitutes for the original trefoil.

Good (Jatclies iu 'J'lieir 
Holds. 

The Master of the Umbriua Explains 
Hl8 Positiou— Local Steam- 
ship Changes. 



A letter from tlio muster of tlie schooner 
Uiul)riim reiula us follows : I'lin tohooiicr 
UinbriiKi lu-rived ut tlie port of Vietorin on 
the iLfleriioon of tho I'Jili of Murcli, hiiviiig 
civrrieil mvuy her jiljsliiy, iiiul sustiiincil 
other sliglit (luinages, in a bioeze olF the 
AVoalcoast. Tho danmye was ])roni[)lly re- 
paired lit the time of tlie aeeideiit, allhougli 
tho aea was running high, anil the schooner 
only nineteen mihs from shore with the 
wiiuldi'ud on from S. W. The schoouer had 
orders to go in to Clay"c]iiot on or about 
tho 25lh of March, but knowing that no 
wire ojuld be obtained there, for a new 
8t»y, aud also having several guns on board, 
wanting to bo repaired, besides having 
nothing but gales and bad weather, unlit 
for sealing, tho master decided to run for 
Victoria, where the schooner arrived the 
day after the duin ige was done. He hail 
everything fixed satisfactorily, took oi 
water aud stores, and sailed iu less thai 
forty-eight liours after her arrival there 
without anyoue leuvini; her fore or aft, 
except the cook's little dog, which went on 
shore to have a little time, and forgot to 
return. The Unibrina is bound on a seal- 
ing trip that may last eight months, and 
during that time, if she is looking tor a 
good catch of sealskins, may still get into 
some tight pinch, iind will re([uiro all her 
gear pood, especially her headgear. Hi 
tlie master thought the stays would huva 
served licr for the season, williout endanger 
iug losing the hoivsprit and forniast, ho 
would have fixed things accordingly, and 
would not re(|uire to send to Victoria, or 
any other pUce, for a competent man to do 
the work for him, which some Victoria peo- 
ple interested in shipping may know, if 
they remember what the "Umbrina" looked 
like when she arriveil out here, from her 
passage around the Horn. I consider the 
"Umbrina" is the gainer of perhaps ten 
days by going to Victoria, besides having 
tho whole West coast to herself from about 
the loth till about 2jth or 30th of March, 
when all other sealers are iu ut Clayocjuot, 
and more than that, an accident might have 
happened, which would have spoiled the 
best part of the trip, liad I not acted 
promptly, and got her gear in first-class 
order at once. Owners of sealing schooners 
and others ut Victoria, have passed re- 
marks on my action in above matter, but I 
have learned my business thoroughly, and 
stick to it, without passing remarks on how 
Mr, B. or C. sells his butter or eggs, which 
is a thing out of my line, and I would give 
those i;entlemen the old sound advice : 
"Cobbler, stick to your last." 

The whalebaok Whetmore, Captain 
O'Brien, passed np to-day, for Nanaimo, 
where she will load eoal for San Francisco. 

The Kew York Maratime ReKister just 
received in Victoria, contains the follow- 
ing: A letter received at Portland, Or. , 
dated Kobe, January 20th, stated that on 
the arrival of the Zambesi at Vokohama, it 
was discovered that she had sufl'eied 
severely from wrenching while towing the 
whaleback Chas. W. Wetniore into the 
Columbia. She was recently put in first- 
class condition in Knglaud. Vt hilo she had 
the Wetmoro in tow, one of the hilts on 
the lifter deck was torn out. Her trip 
across the Pacific disclosed the fact that 
s the entire stern of thealeanier was strained. 
The rivets in the plates above and below 
the water line were loosened, and tho upper 
deck leaked considerably during heavy 
weather. At Vokohaina and Kobe the 
ship leaked badly. Some of the repairs 
were made at the former port and the rest 
in Hong ivong, where the Vt.-J3el went in 
the dry dock. In addition to a tightening 
of the bolts and work about the stern, the 
upper deck had to he rocaulked. Tho re- 
pairs were very e.vpensive, and tho vessel 
was delayed a considerable time.

London, March 10. — News has been re- 
ceived of tho death of Professor Kdward 
Augustus Freeman. Ho was born at Har- 
borne, Staffordshire, England, in IS'J.'!. He 
was tho son of a country gentleman, aud 
was educated at Trinity College, Oxford, 
and in 1815 became^ fellow of the college. 
Ho eevotcd himself to historical studies, 
but his early essays indicated u purpose 
rather to connect these with the great build- 
ings left as the mark of each succeeding 
age. Freeman woa a thorough advocate of 
constitutional liberty, and a firm believer 
tha^ idea - of race which bus 
come into prominence in recent history 
of the world. Serving as an illustration 
of both these principles is his great work on 
the "History of the Norman Cnn(iuest of 
England, its Causes and Results," published 
in six volumesfroui I SOT to 1S79. 'I'liis work 
is marked by the graphic style of hia former 
works, while it displays abundant evidence 
of careful research and a scrupulous regard 
for accuracy of fact. Since the completion 
of his history of tho interesting epochs 
which he had first selected for investigation 
he added two volumes in 18S2 on "The 
Reign of William Rufua and the Accession 
of Henry I." Ho also published from time 
to time, historical essays, marked by fresh- 
ness, originality and keen insight. In the 
various ([iieations of tho day, arising out of 
general ICuropeou politics, he has taken 
great interest, making his deductions from 
past history bear with great force on 
the issue of tho present time. In opposition 
to the Turkish power ho advocated the 
liberation and nationalization of its subject 
Christian races, treating this mnttor in his 
work "The Ottoman Porte in Europe, Its 
Nature, Its Growth and Its Decline." In 
ISSl he i)ublished "Sketches from tho Sub- 
ject and Neighbor Lands of Venice," as the 
result of his observations in a trip through 
the countries on the east side of the Adri- 
atic Sea. From October, 1881, to April, 
1882, he made a journey through the north- 
ern tier ^f the states of tho ITnited States, 
delivering lectures, which were afterward 
published under the title of "Lectures to 
American Audiences." After his return to 
England he published "Some Impressions 
of the United States."

— Mr. Johnstone, 
of South Carolina, introduced in tho House 
to-day, a bill authorizing the yecretary of 
tho Treasury to purchase tho oulataiiding 
Government bonds at their market value, 
and repl.ico tlie amount thus expe'ided by 
issuing Treasury notes. All the gold, and 
silver bullion in the Treasury, is to be 
coined, and the coin held as a redemption 
fund for those Treasury notes. 

A Mire .lliinlercr. 

I'lTTSr.rRG, Pa., March 17. — Michael 
Cloonan returned to his home, this evening, 
from his day's work, and seiz-ing a chair, 
beat his wife over the bead until she lay 
lifeless at his feet. Cloonan tried to escape, 
but was arrested, uboiit an liour after the 
murder, and placed in j iil. When arrested, 
Clooiiar. declared that he was glad he hail 
killed her, that she deserved death, und 
th'at ho was willing to hang for doing it. 
Cloonan is 04 years old, and the father of 
four grown children. One of Cloonan's 
.sons dechirea his intention to kill liis fatlier 
for murdering his mother. Cloonan is said 
to have been unjustly jealous of his wife. 

Ilunntiirnl Love, 
Mempiiis, Tenn., March 17. — ^Another 
case of unnatural love, similar to the in- 
fatuation of Alice Mitchell for Freda 
Ward, has been discovered in this city. 
Addie Phillips and Minnie Hubbard arc 
each 17 years old. On .Sunday, the two 
girls disappeared and were not found for 
three days. Miss Phillips, on her return 
home, said she [ond Minno had been to 
gether. She told her mother that she loved 
Minnie and would rather be dead than 
separated from her. She further stated 
that she cared nothing for the society of 
men, and that Minnie was the only person 
she could marry, and this she intended to 
do, as soon as she secured some money. 
.Miss Phillipa is a Knc-lnoking girl, and has 
been carefully educited. It wus agree, to 
day, lictween the parents of the two girls, 
to separate them, and when Miss Phillips 
heard the result of the council, she was 
oi'ercome with grief.

The future moveinents 
of the .Mohicun ure at |)rcseiit uncertain. 
The idiicers anticipate orders sending the 
vessel to lieliring .Sea, but; they have iioi 
arrived, and a riiiiu st bus been sent to 
Washington for iierniission to cruise around 
the .Sound jiorta lor ■itiine before procceiliiig 
elsewhere. In repaid to the sneiiii ugly 
unusually largo complement [of ollii.'crs and 
crew — some 210 men in all — one 
of tho oflicers said that they 
cirrieil no more than their quota, 
cmisidei ing their armament, as each piece 
of ordnance rei|iiire» un additional gunners' 
crew anil these, with tho others necesaury 
in all depurtmi uts of the iiiultit iidinuiis 
duties iueidenlul to a ma.i of war, together 
with the mariners, make the number by no 
means extraordinarily large. Referring 
to coast defenses for the Sound, Com- 
mander Nichols yesteriluy declared his 
belief that no great ditlicnlties l.iy iu the 
way of protecting it against any foreign 
power. Forts would not sulllce, but in case 
of hostilities a lleet of vessels would be 
necessary. In point of quality, if not in 
i|iiantily, he believes the United States 
Navy, the peer of that of any nation in 
the world. 

NcliraiiKii Laiiil-f^ralilihit;. 

O'Nkii.i., Neb., .Mareli IG. — A gigantic 
attempt to capture 20,000 acres of land in 
this county is now in progress. One hun- 
dred and twenty n.eii, under the leadership 
of Immigration Commissioner Steward, of 
the Pacific Short Line, appeared this morn- 
ing at the United .Stales land olliee and at- 
teinped 1 o file contests on 120 iiuiirter sec- 
tions. Tho land is really all ocuupied, 
and if the gang succeed in having 
the land office accept the contest 
P'ipers, bloodshed uill undoubtedly follow. 
When the men went to file olaima they dis- 
covered that the land was from .% to 40 
miles north of the city, located on the old 
I 'onca reservation, (in ' the train last night 
.Steward held out tho ideo that the land waa 
clo.se to the railroad and first, class, wdiile it 
is far away, and much of it is said to lie 
worthless. It is thought Steward will 
niake about §10,000 out of tlic deal. 

L'nity or llic Catliollc C'liurcli. 
Boston, lilarch l.'i. — Tho Pilot contaios 
an interview between Archbishop Ireland 
and ilB correspondent in Rome, from which 
the following is extracted : "I am glud to 
say that tlio Roman authorities dcclaro 
I hurnsielves determined to maintain thu 
hierarcliial unity of ihu Church in America 
and to allow no tllbrt to be 
made toward retarding the iiHsimila- 
tion of the different populations of 
rVmeriea and tiicouraging political and social 
unification of all the citizens of tho land. 
Rut, strange to any, this determination of 
Rome does not prevent the constant re- 



newal of efVorts by people in America and 
Europe, who believe tho country is a wild 
Congo, to partition it oil" into many foreign 
colonies, as distinct from one another as 
language and ideas and customs can 
make them. The European Catholic 
papers are enlisted in tho move- 
ment. Germany's papers to-day teem 
with statements moat lalso about the 
church in America and the American 
bishops. I am sorry to say that most of 
tho articles appeao as American correspond- 
ence. A short time ago at a Catholic con- 
gress in Belgium, it is alleged, Peter Ca- 
hensly and Rev. Villeneuve dared to make 
in open session the statement that the 
church in America, brcinisM of neLdecling 
foreigners, had lost 2(),i'Oi),O00. Callously 
repented this lie in an infamous memorial last 
summer, although reducing somewhat ita 
proportion. The other gentleman's viru- 
lence shows itself particuhirly in opposition 
to tho bishopa of tho New Eiitdand states."

— The President's 
desire for speedy action on the part of Lord 
Salisbury, ia said to be the fact that it is 
esscutial that he should know whether 
Greob Britain will co-operate in keeping 
sealers out of Behring Sea, as otherwise the 
e.\eoution of that duly, falling solely on the 
United States, will necessitate making ar- 
raiigemetita that can scarcely be effective 
unless eonipleied at an early day. The 
character of instructions to our naval and 
revenue vessela deatined for duty in the 
Behring .Seu this season will depend almost 
altogether on the attitude to be assumed by 
Great Biitain, and as the vessels have to be 
in the vicinity by the 1st of .May, it will be 
seen that there is very little time to spare in 
preparations.
